The necessity for a theatre of good pro- 
portions and arrangements was long talk- 
ed of and ill the beginning of September, 
1884, a number of our prominent and en- 
■ terprising citizens took the matter in hand 
vand.through their exertions the "Victoria 
Theatre Company, limited," was formed 
'With Mesers. Robt. Dunauiuir, M. P. P. , 
R. P. Rithet, J. Kurtz, 0. Strouss, and 
L.Rodonaa the directornte,- and John J. 
Austin Bocrotary. The capital stock of 
the company was placed at §30,000, in 
ehares of §500 each, and plana for a thea- 
tre and three-story building advortisud 
for. A number were received, and in 
November the plana of Mr.C.E.^Spponyi, 
architect, were accepted. Early i;i tlio 
new year the fivat work was begun and 
hat since continued without interruption. 
The estimate was at first for a building tu 
cost $35,000, but a large number of extras 
were suggested by the rrchitect, and ap 

firoved by the djrectorate, which will bring

THE ARCHITECT. 

Mr. C. E. Apponyi, the gentleman who 
has exhibited his genius in the plans and 
superintendence of construction, is not 
unknown in the United States as an archi- 
tect, having constructed many line lilucks 
in New York and San Francisco. lie is a 
sun of Antonio Rudolph, Count of Ap- 
ponyi, who was Austrian ambassador to 
England for twelve years, and is a gradu 
ate of the military college of \Viener,Nou3 
tadt, Austria, and has been in several 
wars in Europe and America. He ia a 
thorough linguist, and generally an ao- 
acompliahed scholar.

spectator ia at once struck with the gen- 
eral beauty of the arrangements and the 
chaste design and finish of the theatrti. 

THK OI'KUA CHAIllS 

are imported from the firm of T. Kane Sc 
Co. , Chicago, and are of finished mahogany 
with perforated backs and seats and metal 
legs and bracings. They are numbered 
consecuvivoly with a double metal num- 
ber, ill ihe parquette numbering to 102 
on either aide of the central aisle. Though 
not so rich in appearance as upholstered 
chairs they are probably more comfortable 
and present an exceedingly neat appear- 
ance, are readily kept clean, and ranged 
in amphitheatre form. In the dross circle 
are 274 chairs circled in three sections, 
the two aides numboriiig up to 8;i, and the 
centre section to lOS. Tiio seats of the 
"gods" aro composed of ai.'c rows of 
benches each row acccmiodating from 50 
to GO people. >, 

TBE iiH.\riNa OAl'ACITY 

is about 830, though in case of necessity 
extra chaira could bo added and fully a 
thousand people comfortably seated in 
the parqiie'tte, proscenium and niozz;iiiino 
boxnn, dross circle and gallery. 

The orchestra box i.s capable (•f co-n- 
fortably seating 24 imiaiciaiis, and is sup- 
plied with speaking-tube to proiupter'a 
stand. Entrance and exit aio made by 
doors under the proscenium boxes. 

TUB FROSCrBNIUM BOXK.S 

draw the attention at once from thoir great 
beauty of design and elegance of finish. 
The balcony rail is upholstered in silk 
velvet plush with all-wool fringe, while 
graceful falling crimson silk curtains hang 
at the sides, over which is a lovely preaaud 
silk plush lambrequin with silk and gold 
tassels. The floi<ra are carpeted with 
LSrussels, and the walls are papered with 
a rich satin paper of unique pattern. Tlio 
upper boxes aro lighted by a three-armed 
chandelier, with glass globes and glass 
prisms; llio lower boxes by a double gas 
bracket and glass globes. The cornices 
and entablature of the boxes are of a 
graceful design. The boxes aro aderned 
with a stained glass window. The pilas-^ 
tera and panels are painted with damask 
and lilac shades. The wholo elioct of the 
artistic work on the boxes is of a charm- 
ing character. 

TDE Wood WORK 
of tho wainscotting, dross circle and gal- 
lery rails, orchestra box, etc., is of Cali- 
fornia redwood, stained a dark rich color, 
shellaced and varnished. The dreaa circle 
rail is finished with gilded moulding, but- 
tons and stati' heads, which relieve and 
add tu the dark rich appearance of the 
wood. The engaged columns underneath 
the dresa circle gallery are also of red- 
wood, similarly stained and gilded, and 
are ill the form of an arcade, tilled in with 
panels^ the rear eight fitted with mezzmine 
boxes, tho o'jtlook from tho huter being 
between two columns. The top of the 
drea^ circle rail is covered with silk pluah 
and all sv(jol fringe. Tho dress circle is 
foraiud in horao-alioe pattern and coni- 
mand.s a splendid view of the atngo and is 
really tho boat point of vision in tho the- 
atre. The upper gallery rail is finished 
similar to t}iat of the (^ress circle, without 
th J gilding and pluah. The orchestra box 
railing is finished and gil4ed the saifie aa 
tho dress pirqlu. 

- THE FRKSOOING. 

The coiling is handsomely frescoed, the 
body being a light blue tint, which gives 
the ceiling a lofty iip))earance. The coriJiia, 
sloping from tho central gas reflector, is 
painted with rich dark colors. The series 
of circled moulding and scroll work ex- 
tending from tho corona and the outer 
circle of the same near the cornice are of 
beautiful colora and unique in their de- 
signs. Tho ceiling borders, entablature 
and cornices aro aimiliudy painted, and 
harmoiiii-.o with the central work. Above 
the proscenium arch is the word "Vic- 
toria" in gilded block letters, while the 
proscenium crown of the arch is u perfect 
painting of iho English crown, with 
brp.nohing scroll work and rich ground, 
the ijcaiinciit standing out in relief from 
the wall, iiicikiiig a beautiful crowning 
piece for the lovely work below. The 
walls are tinted a light buff 'oolor, and 
divided into panels, with fl'a'ring jaiiib 
windows in centre of panels. The pilaiitors 
have the effect of making the ceiling ap- 
pear to rest on th.eip,, tliey heiiig 'relisyod 
vyif l'i panneled pa'it^ting of'a dark'ercolor. 

I.ICIIT, ItEAT AND VENTILATIOJf. 

The theatre i:; lit by a cuntr.-il reflector 
light, qninpnsed of fifty gaa ietH. tl>n irns 
being lighted by olootricity and refraq-.od 
by a while porcelain rc-flector, from top 
of which for about eighteen inches droop 
rows of beaded glass chains and four 
rows of pendant prisms, the gaaliyhts 
makinix them sparkle and ;/li' l"r a? t!if-'.ij;h 
they were an iinmenso chisteriii!,' of 
diainniids. On the wail aides aro six 
double brackota with glaas globes, the 
upper gallery two and the dress circle 
five of the same, while each of tKo lower 
proscenium bo.tos are lit with one double 
bracket, and the upper by a three armed 
chandelier suspended from an overhang- 
ing brass rod. All brackets, are of a neat 
pattern. 

Tho heating is secured from one riiaiu 
furn;ico' aituUod i:;u4ej-nf:i',til vhu pai'- 
qiiuite, and by registers distributed to the 
variout) portions o( the theatre. 

The central light is ventilated throu^'h 
the ceiling, while six niokel plrttptl vcnt;- 
lating re.^^istor?: ^'"l-'^?^ Inoho?. aro at the 
eicleq'oi: tioiling, und are closea or opened 
at will by oqrds and tassels froii^ the 
di:ea»-cirplp.

TUB BTAGB 7IXTUIUSS. 

The stage ia 00 feet wide from wall to 
wall by 30 feet deep, and ia provided 
with every requisite for e.tportly currying 
out the oonditiona of the play. Tho pros- 
cenium arch is 2U ft. G ins, high and 27 ft., 
wide. The gridiron is 50 feet above the 
etago, and is covered with ropes and pul- 
leys and two wheels of eight feet diame- 
ter to work tho paint frame and bridge, 
which latter can also bo used as part of 
the properties, 'i'here are five .sets of 
grooves which will hold 25 full sets of 
scenery .r Bothicorlaina run straight, up 
withpiit rollers, ana thpre are enough ropes 
!>nd bl.Tcka used in tjio stago to rig two 
full-ai;:ed menrof war. Th.e footlights 
conoist of 110 burners so arranged that 
one-half cao bo turned on or otf at plea- 
sure. The border lights for illuminating 
the.Boenery are in rows arranged so that 
tbey,'aa'n' be raised or," lof oredf,at„<,ijriU.

There are four bunch lights of a dozen 
burners each on the prompt and O. P. 
sides to throw moonlight effects or bril- 
liant lights on seeueryi Th'ewKoleof the 
gas'inside and out is controlled from tho 
stage. Tho stago is provided with four 
entrances from the parquetto, and with 
four traps, with dressing rooms, water- 
closets and every convenience underneath 
stage, and entranee to the latter from 
Douglas street. There is also an outranco 
to the stage from the alleyway, IG ft. high 
and 10 feet wide to enable companies to 
bring any aizfld acanery. The stage is 
also fitted with paint bridge and frame, 
both of which and the curtains are hoisted 
with windlass and counter weights. The 
tly-gallerios are 10 feet wide and supplied 
with five dozen belaying pins, rigged like 
the -rail of a ship tojhoTd ropes, etc. It 
will be thus seen that the'stage is provid- 
ed with every possible necessity. 

J THE SCENERY, 

Those who have visited metropolitan 
opera hou.ies know what great effect 
scenery has for the adding to or detract- 
ing from a play. This part of the equip- 
ment has been given special attertion, 
and early in the progress of tho building 
the architect secured the services of Mr. 
W. T. Porter of San Franciaco, a scenic 
artist known all over the American conti- 
nent for the worth of his work and the 
beauty and originality of his conceptions. 
iMr. Porter is an artist of long experience, 
having commenced his career at the Old 
Bowery and Park th.eatres. New York 
city, early in tho forties, and ap:irt from 
working in almost all the principal thea- 
trics in tho United States has fitted up 28 
new theatres, tho " Victoria" being the 
laat, and it probably has been given the 
must creditable of the many beautiful 
sets he has painted. It was a most fortu- 
niito selection in securing Mr, Porter's 
aorvices. 

The principal piece piTsinted is, of course, 
tho drop curtain, which ia a picture well 
worth seeing and so finely painted that it 
will bear the most critical inspection. It 
IS an original illustration by Mr Porter 
of the beautiful description by Claude in 
the play of the "Lad/ of Lyons," of his 
home by Lake Oumo:

It embraces everything 
that ia piptqrpsqne in nati^re-T-ti^e distant 
Alps, their surainits capped with eternal 
snows, beneath the clear lake with ita 
sunlit isles. To the left of tho picture 
tall trees arise from flowery banks, their 
branolios festooned with vines of richest 
hues, while beneath a terrace with stop.s 
leading to a temple half hidden with 
luxuriant foliage. To the right and 
nearer the foreground a magnificent 
palace ia seen through stately trees, 
losing itself in admirable perspective. 
'Tis a lovely bit the corner of tho picture 
with its flowers and fountains, ita birds of 
richest plumage. In tho foreground 
proper and on a tosaelated terrace with 
steps leading to water clear as crystal 
stand tho figures of Claude and Paulino, 
K barge tied looauly to tho wharf has 
been introduced to complete the water- 
scape etfeot which is moat realistic. The 
ellect of light and shade in this part of 
tho picture is beautiful in the extreme.' 
In fact, the whole painting, s'urroundad 
lis it is by a magnificent frame and drapery, 
reflects great credit on the artjat, ai'd ic a 
goth the citii^ans of yicto^ia will be proud 
of. ■ '.^'ho liBipvl gi'yen outor curtain has 
been replaced by 01(0 of crin^son. The 
fol)oMring scenes oon)prise the stock piopes : 
Fancy ohamhor, plain chamber, palace 
arch, gothio, oak, kitghen, prison, wood, 
landscape, garden, mountain pass, hor- 
iaon and tv.'o streets, all hnving winna, 
borders and other aocesaorica to inaloh. 
Apart from the scoiiea there are numerous 
set pieoes, such ,ts houses, cottages, balua- 
trado.'i, garden wall*, trees, rooks and 
waters, mukiiig tlio whole stock of acen- 
ory iniploto in eviu'y respect.

The street scene is also unusually good, 
and is likewise perfect in ita perspective.

THE WORCTSN,

Splendid fire protection has been pro- 
vided. Thoro aro two fire plugs in the 
basement, two in the dreaa circle, two in 
tho ladies' toilet, one in the^i^pper. gallery 
and four 'l'" hotel part. Jh' addition 
\m Ihesp a fire plug in the top story of the 
building can bo uaod to throw a stream 
acrosa tho ataije, v/hile two windows and a 
ociittlo hole in tho roof can be used incaso 
of fire. So many streams could be thrown 
on a fire that it would bo almost impoasi- 
blo for it to gain headw!ayi;,.,while tho 
quioknesa with which ithei tneatrs can be 
emptied would'obviate'any ']dariger.,of a

anppose, after the unqualified afiicial an- 
. nouncameiit'bf Sir A. Oaron and Sir Hec- 
tor Langovin in the hoUarf of commons of 
tho intoiition of the govofiimoiit tn estab- 
HbIi tho battery ut a point iiuni" Victoria 
and Eaquinialt for the prutectiun of thone 
places and tlio ontraiico to tho Gulf of 
• Georgia, so aa to eimblo the Uoininion 
, force? to act iu conjunction with the Im- 
'liendl'-' forces - .on the' atation^ that 
nothing more remained to bo said on tho 
subject. But our contemporary haa some- 
how imbibed the ideii that with a few ill- 
timed articles he eiin force tho Dominion 
government to reverse its pronounced 
policy and establish tho battery and for- 
tifications at another and remote point. 
Some] years ago a 'iwriteir' in - a mainland 
newspaper— we thiiik'it waii Ihe Colum- 
biali — auggeated Burrard Inlet aa tho 
proper place for Her iMujesty a dockyard, 
beoauso, said tho writer, the Hritish tleet 
oould rido there with perfect immunity 
'from attack in case of war with a foreign 
power. The iuforunco drawn from this 
advice by the naval officers then on this 
station was th.it the first duty1)f Her Ma- 
:• jeaty's aliipa in time of wir in to seek a 
harbyr of refuse — in fact, hiiti: from an 
enuiny instead of seekin:; him. Tho idea 
of security, was, perhaps, not overdrawn. 
There can be uo ([iieatiuii that the inlet 
referred to would be secure, for an enemy 
having destroyed all that woa worth dea- 
troyini; at Victoria and Eaquimalt would 
Bcarcely venture to attack an inland port 
who.se natural defoncea niako it almost 
impregnable, and tlio approaches to which 
ore already sulhoietitly safe to make it — is 
the words the writer referred to — a liar- 
bor of refuge fur British sliipa of war. 
Unfortunately for the force of our con- 
temporary's argument British sailors are 
supposed to meet and ovorcomo onomies 
instead of running a\v:iy from thorn, and 
it ia altugethur likely that they would 
strongly object to, if they did not openly 
rebel against ordor.s the etiect of which 
would bo to carry tlieni beyond liiirm'a 
reach wliile it left Victoria and Ks(|uimalt, 
the key to the coil treasures of Xunaimo 
and the agricultural wealth of tho lower 
Praaer, undefended. The absurdity of 
this cuntentiun haa been so frequently 
pointed out that it seems a work of sap- 
■ errogation to repeat them; but the Col- 
umbian haa such a queer method of deal- 
ing with facts — turnnig, twisting and dis- 
torting them in a manner so ingenious 
as to defy the persons moat familiar 
with them to recognize them us facts after 
they have passed under our contempor- 
ary's harrow. The facts to which we 
refer, and to which we again draw our 
good contemporary's attention, in tho hope 
that ho will meet them fairly and nponly, 
are conttined in Hansard for tho soaaiou 
that lately came to a close. The report 
containing those facts has been published 
before, and the conduct of our conteni- 
porsry in ignoring them or, at least, de- 
clining to aixept them as conclusive, has 
rendered their reproduction necessary. It 
is much to bo regretted that the Colum- 
bian ia disposed to reduce all thini;a con- 
nected with the Well-being of tho prov- 
ince into a quoation of dollars and cents. 
'The Island smiles complacently while New 
Westmfns't^r enjoys tho trade that flows 
from d liihatic asylum and two poniten- 
tiariea.

Many of tho atoriea told about nihilist 
plots should be n'coivod uitli a largo grain 

., of -Bait; but there ia ni) reauon to doubt 
that tho stale of poijular sentiment in the 
czar's dominion hodoa no good to tho o.x- 
isting government. A monarch whose lifa 

./ ia BO insecure that thu railways by which 
he travels have to bo "fencod in" with 
soldiors and who dare not lay his head on 
his pillow before "looking for a man 
under the bed" cannot bo in a very happy 
frame, of mind. ■ A few years ago the 
English pooi)lo wcro .icctistomed to sneer 
at the reputed strength of tho nihilist or- 
ganization; but when they struck down 
tho czar Alexander in the midat of his 
-r; escort and in thu preaoncB of a multitude 

''of his subjects the gravity of tho situa- 
tion became evident and greater precau- 
tions wero taken; but thcao did not pre- 
vent the entrapping Slid ninrder of the 
head of the Russian police and tho escape 
of his assassins, showing how deep ura 
the ramifications of the conapinitora and 

; perfect their 'organization. Hard times 
aro swooping Ruaaia in common with 
other countries, (•.nd it ia learned from St. 
Petersburg that tho iiihiliats havo shown 
an Unusual amount of activity during tho 
past few months, .and hud received large 



accessions to their ranka, owing to the de- 
pression existing in yorioua trade centres 
and the^diatraBS. peey^^^^ . iQ|the\aKrt-' 
cultural districts throughbi^t Russia. The 

czar's long sojourn in Denmark ia duo to 
vaguo reports that tho nihilists vvero 
hatching a plot of such magnitude that 
their previous exploits would be con- 
sidered child's play in comparison. The 
police ofiiciala, after many inquiries, be- 
came convinced of the truthfalneia of :the 
stories, and begged the czar to leave Rus- 
sia and remain absent until tho plotters' 
were unearthed. Tho czar, who has be- 
come very nervous from the constant 
alarms of nihilistic plots, willingly com- 
plied with tho request. Large numbers 
of detectives were' at once set to work, 
and by strenuous '.efforts arrested 'hun- 
dreds of the alleged riihilisis. It is 
rumored that after their arrest the 
prisoners wore so cruelly tortured that tho 
result was that ''all was quiot in War- 
saw." Tho czar will therefore return to 
St. Petersburg next week. Tho anxiety 
of the police oBioials, however, still con- 
tinues, as the nihilists are exciting the 
populace to demand the occupation of 
Bulgaria, hoping that such a atop by Rus- 
sia will result in a war with one or other 
of the great powers. Thoy will then at- 
tempt to create a rebellion at homo. And 
they are better prepared for a rising than 
in '77. A powerful section of the niJiiliats, 
in tho event of a successful rising, advo- 
cate enthroning the Duke of Edinburgh's 
Hon, with several nihilists aa regont.s, in 
preference to a republic or looao form of 
government, which might possibly result 
in anarchy. They are sanguine of suc- 
cess, sooner or later, because, aa they say, 
their military adherents are numerous 
and increasing daily.

We 
do nob believe that there is a man of 
any standing in the province, of either 
party, who will question either point 
for a moment. A.s a geiitieinan the 
now mini.ster lias ever been a favorite 
among men of all partie.'i, creeds and 
cla.sse.s; as a lawyer he has no eqijal in 
the Lower Provinces, and fow, if any, 
sn|)eriors in Canada; while as a jmblic 
man ho displayed aH the highest quali- 
ties of an ideal statesman. Honest, in- 
dustrious, broad-minded, clear-headed 
and courageous, with a thorough inast- 
ory of his profosaion, and a i)atriotic 
ambition to be useful in his day and 
generation. Mr, Thompson i.s unques- 
tionably, of all the men in province, 
tho one best qualified to succeed Sir 
Charles Tupper ua rei)resentative of 
Nova Scotia in the Govojiiment of 
Canada. That Sir John jMucdoiiaUl Iuih 
had tiio wisdom to seek antl tlie good 
fortune to secure him as a colleague, 
must be a matter of congratulation to 
every Nova Scotian worthy of tlio 
name, (and to every man in Canada 
who values country above party. 

Of the [lerfect proprietj' of Sir J ohn 
Macdonald's course in olluring the port- 
folio of ^Minister of Justice to Mi: 
Thompson while the latter wa.sajuugo 
of the Supreme Court, or of Mr. Thomp- 
son's action in accepting the office thus 
tendered him, tliere can happily be no 
doubt.

Your oxcolleney is the third vice-rcgal 
representative who has visited Britiah Co- 
lumbia since the province became the 
sixth iiiti'^znuit of the Ciiiadian Confoder- 
atiuii, and wo are pleased and proud t.i be 
in a po3i'i(jii to say that, aa a people, we 
are in a more i)roaperoU8 and cunteuted 
condition than either of your illuatrioua 
predecessors found us. . 

Aipeculiar interest attaches to your ex- 
cellency's advent among us, in view of the 
great transcontinentiil railway which 
passes entirely thrmigh Britiah territory, 
ill a continuous and unbroken lino from 
ocean to ocean, being now nearly com- 
pleted, thus alfordiiig your excellency the 
privilege of being the li rat BOvernor-{;en- 
eral to paas over the line of the Canadian 
Pacific railway and witnessing the stu- 
pendoiiH obaiacles which eneigy, ciitei- 
priae and capital, jiuliciDUsly directed, 
have overcome, and opoiiiiig n country 
whose boundless resources youresoelluncy 
has doubtless recognized and appreciated 
in your. rec0Dt passage across the conti- 
nent. 

The Completion of the Cmiadian trans- 
continental railway has made confedera- 
tion of the Britiah posaessioni of North 
America a ui'.Ai.irv; whereas before it 
was meruly a matter of POLITICAL SENl'I- 
.MKNi'; and we feel assured that a great 
and glorious destiny awaits us as a united 
Canadian people. 

Within the jiaat year two other import- 
ant public works have been vii^cu'ously 
prosecuted, and are id.so rapidly drawing 
towards cumplctioii, viii. : the Eaqnimalt 
and Naimiino ruihvivy and the Eatjiiiiirilt 
graving dock. These works, when liiiish- 
od, will untpiestionably add very material- 
ly to the wealth and commerce of the 
province; the growing importance of 
which would aeeni to aoggeat the inline- 
diato adoption of an ethcicnt syalem of 
fortification, Svi that the viilu:i\)Uj iiiteresta 
(Imperial, Doniiiiiuii and IVoviiicial) may 
be assured (pf adeipjate protection in the 
event uf Groat Rritain being involved in 
war. 

The necesaity of an Insolvency law 
which would secure to creditura a fair and 
efiuitable diatribution of the assets of 
debtors, removing the uusatiafactory and 
hurtful system of preferential crediture, 
is daily becoming mure apparent, and thia 
bnard trusts that a comprehensive and ef- 
fective nie iaure may shortly bo passed by 
the federal p.irliatnent. 

The iriiport.inoe of fostering anil pro- 
tecting a great staple iuduatry of tho prov- 
ince, viz : sahuuu fishing and paoUing, 
meat have occurred to your Excelloncy 
on your passage through the mainland i t 
Britiah Columbia; and this board fools 
that it cuninit too i^iiriie.^tly direct tlie at- 
tention of your excellency's colialitiitlonal 
adviaer.a to the eoiiditi.Jii nf tho recently 
catabllahed govoriiiiieiit halchery on the 
Ooquitlam river; and would suggest an 
early reform in the method of operating 
that institution. 

Notwithstanding frequent and protract- 
ed delays in the pawt, the boaiu would 
take tho opportunity of coiigratiilating 
your excellency's guvcrninent upon tho 
improved condition of telegraphic cnia 
niunication within this province, tjnd the 
satisfactory results which have been at- 
tained by the laying of the submarine 
cable, connecting Yaiic(uiver island with 
tho iippinile siuire of the ytrnita of Fiicn. 

We obsurve with feeliiiLra i)f aiitiafactioii 
that tenders have been iu\.-ited for the re- 
moval of a darig'.'roiis obj trucli(,n to tho 
navigation of Victoria li,ii-hi,r, viz: tho 
Drediier rock. And it is to be liupi-d . 
thai in the view of the constant increase ' 
in iho iihii'pini: bu3ine.-:a of tlio port, all ' 
otliei' snc'.i ob.it.iL-lea may be .s|jeedily and j 
oirectually dttalt with, so that vessels may ! 
enter and clear with the least possible 
risk of danger or delay. 

The harhurs of Naiiaiino aridComox, as 
aleo the Fraaer and otliur important riv- 
ers of the province, are in ctiuol neijd of 
immediate and extensive ini[inu'enien is, 
to adapt them for the oxigonciea of tliHt 
commerce for v,-liich, by nature they are 
so admirably fitted.

the Dominion; and I join vfith you in an- 
ticipating the greatest advantages, mater- 
ial and political, from tho establisluuont 
of a closer communication between your 
province and those which lie to the CHst of 
it. 

Sir, you have referred to two very im- 
portant works, which are iio\,v proceeding 
in this neighborhood. I hope during tho 
next few days to have an opportunity of 
visiting both of these. The railway by 
which access will be obtained to tlie ex- 
tensive coal fields of Nanaimo, as well as 
the graving dock now in process of con- 
struction at Esquimalt, are matters of 
Imperial aa well as of local interest. 1 
can aasuro you that the ques'.ioii of the 
defences of this portion of tho seaboard 
of the Dominion ia 'one which will not 
escape the attention either of the Imper- 
ial or the Dominion govern ihenta. The 
establiahinent of u battery of Dominion 
artillery and a school of gunnery in this 
neighborhood is a practical recognition. on 
tho part of the latter of the responaibilicy 
which attaches to it. 

I shall make it my business to bring be- 
fore the attention of the government tho 
statement which you have made with re- 
gard to the consequencos resulting from 
tlie absence of legislation in regard to in- 
aulveney. The matter ia one of the ut- 
nio.st importance, and I may mention that 
the unfortunate results of the preaonl con- 
dition of the law have been brought to 
my a'tention in other quartern. 

1 shall not fail to take noto of your 
salmon liaherioa and tho iaiprovementa 
needed in order to facilitate the safe en- 
trance of vessels into thu port of A'^icto- 
ria and the other important harbors of tho 
province. These are matters in regard to 
wliich 1 will lay the views which you have 
oxpreaaed before the government at Ot- 
tawa. 

Sir, I have now to thank you very much 
for your coming to moot me, and also for 
your very kind reference to Lady Lans- 
downe and myaelf. I shall carry away 
with mo a very pleasant experience of 
your province and of all whom I have had 
thu ailvantage of mooting here, and also 
of having become acquainted wilh a nuin- 
bor of gontlomon who are able to apeak 
on matters which I recngiiizo as of great 
importance to this portion of tho Doinin 
ion." 

His exQellency then exchanged a few 
words with several mambors of thu hoard 
and shook hands with all present, after 
which tho deputation withdrew.

Along each of 
thei noted mining creeks surveys were 
made and plotted on a larger scale and 
the intorniediate country was gotten by 
transit bearings from prominent points, 
covering tho whole rich mining region of 
Ca:''boo. The objecf of thia was to show 
whore the gold iu tho creeks camo from — 
to locate it in cniiiiectioii with quartx 
lodges which had btion found.

ariivod at aro that mining has liaroly 
been couimoncod in Caribou,- only the 
richest and most easily found plact-s hav- 
ing been "worked out." Frequently 
whore capital wa» necescaiy to get the 
gold the work aa a rule has been left un- 
done. 

Tho nttoiiipts at quart/', mining iu Cari- 
boo have been partial and incomplete, 
and not at all a fair test of «he worth of 
ths ledgsa. The best sustained effort was 
that from Island Mountain ore, worked at 
the Lane it Kurtz (Enterpriio Co ) mill, 
where 110 ineaiia were t.-iken to save the 
sulphurites by concentration or attempt 
made to roast or chlorinate. The gold 
was almost entirely in the sulphurites, 
and was consequently lost, and though 
tho ore was rich yet it did not pay tho 
working.

KOOTEN'AY, Sept. 'JO. 

To THK Editor:— It is reported in Vic- 
toria papers that the Indians uf this dis- 
trict liavu murdered two white imen with- 
in the last twelve months, .^tidging from 
the report it is reasonable to'auppuse that 
the person who maie the report could al- 
most name the murderers and still thoy 
are at liberty. 

It ia true the Indians of Kontenay are 
not treated as the rest of tho Indiana of 
the province are, A largo lot of land has 
been turned into u roservatiun for thorn, 
but thoy have no one to direct them to 
take poBsessinn of it yet. Some of them 
havo comfortable homos, not on the land 
that was reserved for them, aud they a;o 
informed by some of tho white men who 
came into the district that tho "King 
George," or "Boatoii man" may take post- 
eaaion of their farms and oblige them to 
go on the reservation. This news makes 
them "feel loud, "as the Americans would 
say. For instance, tho chief of tho tribe 
has over a hundred cattle and throe hun- 
dred horses, a good house, and a fenced 
farm on tho banks of tho Kootonay whore 
ho grows wheat, oate, hay potatoes, etc. 
He also has another piece of land on 
"Joseph's Prairie," which he cultivates, 
and now the question arise: can tho 
"King George" or "Boston men" possess 
themselves of these hiiula held, cultivated 
and fenced for years by tho chief of the 
Indians ? If either has the right to do so 
and try to assert tho right, what would 
the result be f If two white men Jiave 
been murdered in this district and 
the Indians who committed the crirnu aro 
left at liberty no man's life in Kootonay 
ia safe. OnkinDanuku.

In qualntness of exterior no African 
Icaat surpasses the girafVe, wLicli ma}' bu 
considered as churaeleriatic of tlie torrid 
soil of the uppw Nile, m tho emu or kan- 
garoo is of Auslraliii. Its "igiiiitlc 11111110 
sometimes reaches tlie lieiglit of twenty 
feet ; its slvin is most conspicuous for lha 
regularity and "ocauty of its brown or 
reudisli triauglo or s(|Uare-sbaped dottiugs; 
its eyes for u softness of expressiou. 

Tlio giraffe received, it is siiid, its pres- 
'ent Araoiun name from tlio ele^aiioo of 
ha motion. It avoids the tropical forests 
and their entangling creepers, and_ U not 
found citlier among the steeper liills. It 
thrives best among the acacias and bau- 
hinias of the South Afrtcian plains, in the 
grass-covered lauds of Soul Kern iVubia, 
and in the shrubs and l)ushcs of yenuaar, 
■where tho ground resembles a carpet in- 
terwoven with the most beautiful lilies 
and other Uowcrs. The olfactory iind 
auditory senses arc most sharply devel- 
oped, and it is by uo means easy for any 
hunter to approach them so near as to 
kill them, even vith a rillo ball. 

The most geueraland successful method 
of liunting this noblo animal is tho oue 
practiced by tho sword-huntcrs or Aggn- 
geers, in southern Nubia. Several Ben- 
nnar tribes, as the Tungi negroes and the 
Abu-Kof Bedouins, delight in this liind 
of sport. They are mounted on the 
swiftest dromedaries, and as soon as a 
flock of giraiYca has been espied in the 
steppe tho hunters assemble. They use 
no saddle; aad can keep, thercfoio, ou the 
, top of the fatty protuberaace only by a 
^rm appliance aud grasp of thoir muscu 
lar kncie-}otiit& Tlieir bodies ate of a 
dtirk broaze;hae, and are alvrays shining 
wttliBn abunaanceof grease; uoetarmcuis 
cover their limbs, escept a long strip uf 
cotton fastened around (he; hip and the 
shoulder. From the left shoulder dangles 
the long and broad crosa-hilted sword, 
sheathed in a reddish colored leather 
scabbard. 

The party is followed at some distance 
by an attendant who carries water in u 
leather bag, and raw sorghum grains prc- 
Ylotisiy soaUed iu water. This food, 
called hellleh, with a mouthful of water, 
constitutes all the fond thiit the frvigal 
giralfe hunter stands in need of. 

The hunt continues all day long amidst 
the tongh and thorny shrubs, dimluulivo 
palm trees, some not unlike our 1 ulmetto. 
amid large cactus like euphorbias, and 
thickets filled with llianas and creepers. 
The images of blue, distant mountains 
sometimes emerge to a monstrous height 
above the horizon, owing to the deceitful 
retloction of a Fata-morgnua. which hiis 
proved disastrous to many an e.'chausted 
traveler in the howling wlldernesg and 
sandy deserts of the African coutineut. 

A careful search has finally revealed 
the spot where a little Hock of giralt'es 
had gathered. The hunting company a|> 
proaches. most noiselessly, hiding itself 
when possible behind trees and tliic'iets. 
When near enough tho riders emerge 
from the thickets, and by loud clicks ex- 
cite the dromedaries to speed on with 
.their utmost power after tho game. They 
,>. then draw 1 llielr swords, tlieir strange 
hunting weapon, the blades glittering 
brightly In the sunbeams. The doouicu 

■ victims soon become aware of their perse- 
cutors, and in their rapid llight wave 
their long necks forward and backward. 
Dry branches break and crack under 
the step of their quickly-moving hoofs; 
stones, pebbles, roots, and earth are 
whirled in all ' directions, and clouds of 
dust fill the atmosphere. 

In a desperate, frantic cfaaso the hunter 
foUbvs.the game. -.-which cunningly tries 
<^.to evade pc outsUip its unmerciful pur- 
, Buer by cross-steps and jumps; but the 
despondent look of the exhausted victim 
already presages that its doom is sealed, 
and that an escape is utterly impossible. 
The velocity of the pursued is no longer 
equal to that of tho pursuer, and, when 
its pace iHSgins to slacken, the livid tongue, 
covered with froth, protrudes out of tho 
mouth, and tho glaring, desperate eye- 
balls starting from their sockets e.'chiblt 
the anxiety by which the animal is con- 
sumed. 

"When the hunter has arrived nt a suf- 
llcieutly short distance, he leans forward 
on his seat, takes aim. and with his pon- 
derous sword hamstrings his victim. 
Karely is a second blow needed to fell the 
collossal frame of the pursued giraft'e. 
The animal falls panting into the gras.s, 
or crouches down upon its hind legs iu 
convulsions, and kicks to right and left, 
whirling up clouds of dust. 

By a loud cry, "Tncliii el-IInmi-lillalill" 
(Thanks to God) "Allah-Kcrim!" (Tied i.s 
merciful) our Nubian sportsman an- 
nounces his victor^' iiikI calls together his 
ciompanions in tlic ch;ise. Those who are 
not actually engaged iu pursuing or slay- 
ing another victim from all sides readily 
respond to the call. They dismount 
from their dromedaries and dispatch the 

■ victim by a few sword cuts into the throat 
find the extremities. They May the ani- 
mal on the spot, and divide the meat 
among the party, who cut iLlongthwlso 
into strips. When -the kmi hM been 
thoroughly dried in the sun it is iiscd as 
provision, and stands in high favor with 

♦litinters and travelers. 

Almost every part of the giraffe's body 
serves to some useful purpose of the 
negro. Its skin is tanned, and furni.-lics 
excellent material for shields and sandals; 
the bushy end of the tail becomes a fun 
or (lap to keep off tiies and mu3C|uitoes; 
even the pelvis yields its bouy frame to 
the Flam meg negro, who turn:j it into a 
h&ujo and sings to its tuho'his love-songs 
and war e.xplcita 

Young girHflcs are easily caught alive, 
when the parent auimnln Iiiivo been killed 
cr dispersed, for, helpleis as they are, 
they surrender to tlieir pursuers after a 
very short chase; and when they have 
grown to more advanced age, they are 
captured almo.st iu the same way as the 
Guaranis on the Plata, in- South America, 
lasso their wild horses.
